MILTON, Fla. (/P)—A Marine 
cargo plane carried 41 young 
Naval JROTC Midshipmen and 
crewmen to fiery death when it 
crashed on a farm and burst into 
flames after taking off 
from 
Whiting Field last midnight. 


Charred bodies of the victims 
were recovered by Navy teams 
which worked at the grim task 
throughout the night. 
There were no Nebraskans 
among Naval ROTC men killed 
in Florida crash, according to 
casualty list now released. 


FIVE OTHER occupants of the 
two-engine plane were rushed to 
Pensacola 
Naval 
Air 
Station 


Hospital, where two were re- 
ported in critical condition and 
three in serious condition. 


The plane was a Marine Corps 
R-4-Q Transport. It crashed 1% 
miles northwest of nearby Whit- 
ing Auxiliary Naval Air Station 
at 11:13 p.m. CST one minute 
after taking off. The plane had 
landed at Whiting an hour ear- 
lier to refuel. 
The plane, transformed into a 
massive "ball of flames" after 
plunging into a clump of trees a 
mile 
north 
of 
the 
runway, 
smashed 
three 
parked 
auto- 
mobiles and plowed into a barn 
on the farm of Kay.Allen. 


THE PLANE was part of a 


flight of five transports which 
had made a refueling stop at 
Whiting. They were ferrying 200 
men from Corpus Christi, Tex., 
to 
Norfolk, 
Va., for another 
phase of their six-week summer 
training program. 


One plane already had taken 


off 
for 
Norfolk 
after being 
fueled. The second had cleared 
the runway and was gaining 
altitude when It ran into some 
unexplained d i f f i c u l t y and 
plunged to the ground.

over to a terror offensive against 
the threat of new East German 
revolts. 


Less than a week after martial 
law was lifted, the elements of 
two armored divisions clanked 
back into East 
Berlin.

Communist propagandists who 
had been trilling promises ot 
reform and clemency suddenly 
changed their tune. They barked 
warnings that the "Facist under- 
ground," which they blamed for 
the June 17 workers revolt, is 
still active.

BUT CHINESE artillery and 
reinforced Red infantry stalled 
the Allied drive elsewhere and 
American officers said there was 
no i nvm i n e n t possibility of 
breaking the main Red line with 
the Allied offensive now under 
way.

tank, artillery and air support 
were battling to regain 70 square 
miles of territory yielded to tru 
Red offensive last week. 
Chinese cannoneers had drag' 
ged their guns forward to posi- 
tions along the Kumsong River 
and were putting heavy fire onto 
the advancing ROKs. 


AT THE EASTERN end of the 
bulge front two regiments of 
Chinese, racing toward hastily- 
built Red positions in the path 
of the South Korean advance, 
were caught in the open by 
Allied air spotters. 
Every available gun in the 


masses of artillery standing al- 
most hub to hub behind the ROK 
advance, and all the warplanes 
ground control men could call 
in, blasted the 6,000 Reds. 
"If 
there's one alive 
after 
that," a jubilant air spotter said, 


"a ball of flames about 150 yards 
long. 
"Then the barn caught on fire 
and a boy came walking up to 
me, his clothes were burning all 
over and he asked me to pull off 
his shoes and clothes," he said. 
"A neighbor and I put a blan- 
ket over the boy and carried him 
to the side of the house. 
I got 
some lard and rubbed it all over 
him. 
Then another man came 
up, with his clothes afire."

Congressional Leaders 
'Waiting and Hoping9 


WASHINGTON (*)—President 


Eisenhower, who found himself 
carrying the 
biggest 
national 


debt in peacetime, may ask Con- 
gress next week to Increase the 
$275 billion debt limit. 


A $8 billion boost in the 


debt, resulting from the largest 
new borrowing since World War 
II, lifted the debt to $272,361,- 
259,801.91. 


This is just $7 billion below 


the wartime peak of February, 
1948, and within $3 billion of the 
legal ceiling imposed by Con- 
gress. 


Officials have predicted the 


government will have to borrow 
at least $3 billion more before 
Congress, driving for adjourn- 
ment by Aug. 1, meets again 
next January. 


Congressional leaders adopted 


a wait-and-hope policy. 


Sen. Knowland of California, 


acting Republican leader, said he 
had received no request for 
action in this session to raise 
the debt limit and doubted that 
any would come. 
Sen. George (D-Ga), a Sen- 


ate finance committee member, 
said that, if the Treasury 
can 
get past Jan. 1 without lifting 
the debt limit, it might be able 
to go for some time under the 
$275 billion ceiling. 


While a request for a higher 


ceiling would be embarrassing 
politically 
to the Eisenhower 


administration, officials insist it 


would not indicate a debt bur- 
den dangerous to the economy.

during the war, when national

now. The limit was reduced by 
Congress to $275 billion in 1946. 
The debt reached a postwar low 
of $251 billion in April, 1949.

Russian Benevolence Startles U.N.

The most exciting thing to happen in the 


U.N. Economic 
and Social Council, 
now 


meeting in Geneva, was the 
totally un- 


heralded offer of the Soviet government of 
4 million rubles to the fund for aid to 
underdeveloped areas during 1953. (It is the 
equivalent of $1 million in the type of 
ruble specified.) 


This is the first time the Soviet Union 


has given anything to any UiN. fund lor 
helping anyone, and it literally stopped the 
show. Delegates went scurrying into the 
corridors to discuss what it might mean. 
For up to now, as a former U.S. delegate to 
the council used to say, "they never gave 
one red ruble." 


Characteristically, the offer was made at 


« session which wasn't even discussing tech- 
nical aid, at the end of a long Russian 
speech opposing the idea of a large fund for 
this type of aid. The delegate had stressed 
what for years was a widely held view, 
that countries needing such aid ought first 
to pull themselves up by their bootstraps. 
This is still a tenable proposition, but the 
Soviet Union itself has been the foremost 
stimulant, through 
its 
attitude 
and not 


through any intention, of the feeling that it 
would be wise to extend help without de- 
lay, and try at the same time to teach the 
beneficiaries to help themselves. 


If the spokesman expected the council to 


dissolve in tears of gratitude over his sur- 
prise move, he was disappointed. Such is 
the repute the Soviets now enjoy that after 
the first flurry, attention was centered on 


the motive for such an uncharacteristic act. 


Fear was expressed that the offer would 


make Congress cooler toward the develop- 
ment program, and that this would be a 
sad mistake in terms of cold warfare. It un- 
questionably means that Moscow will offer 
to send experts to direct technical assist- 
ance, but no country has to accept them. 
Countries receive U.N. aid only when they 
ask for it, and they can control who and 
what it consists of. If accepted, the Soviet 
gift wouldn't affect administration of the 
fund. There are no Russians on the board 
or in any of the specialized agencies 
handling this form of aid. 


U.N. Secretary Hammarskjold saw tha 


offer as a tribute to the importance of the 
program, and one calculated to encourage 
other gifts. Discussion at the secretariat in 
New York was frequently concerned with 
the bitter criticisms so long directed against 
this form of assistance by Soviet and satel- 
lite representatives. 


Greeks bearing gifts are still suspect, and 


Malenkov & Company may find it hard 
to sell the world on their offer. To use it 
and still reduce its propaganda value will 
exercise the ingenuity of the 
adminis- 


trators. 


Posy for the President's Boy 


Seldom has anyone ever referred to a 


Vice president of the United States other 
than jokingly, even the very first incum- 
bent, John Adams, calling his office "the 
most insignificant that ever invention of 
man contrived." All the more handsome is 
the public recantation of the Montgomery, 
Ala., Advertiser, of its earlier stand that 
the country was going to get awfully tired 
of "disagreeably pushing" Richard Nixon. 


"Some better stuff in Nixon than we knew 


took command," "wrote the editor. 
"With 


iron discipline he seems to have dedicated 
himself to quiet patient and unseen aid and 
comfort to his chief and his party. Per- 
haps in the end it will be generally conceded 
that the President knew his man when he 
Eaid 'He's my boy'."' 


The record shows Nixon to be heroically 


consistent in doing more than is required 
of him, and keeping his mouth shut. His 
experience in both houses 
of 
Congress 


contributes to his handling of the job of liai- 
son between the White House and Capitol 
Hill—explaining policies, smoothing ruffled 
feathers, building good will for the Admin- 
istration. 


The President has arranged a tour of the 


Far East and South Asia for Nixon in the 
autumn, on which he will meet leaders 
of many countries, hear their views, carry 
the greetings of the American people and 
gpvernment, 
and bring home 
first-hand 


information. 
Also he will make speeches, 


a thing from which he has refrained with 
admirable consistency since taking office. 


Electrifying 


TV will claim part of the credit, but the 


unprecedented soaring of electric output is 
attributed by the business press to the 
spread of air conditioning and to immense 
sales of heavy appliances. Winter usually 
sees the big drain on electric line, but this 
year it kept right on mounting, through 
spring and into midsummer.

But there was only one candidate, and to 
make sure that nobody omitted marking a 
cross after his name, the polling was held 
in public, with police 
and troopers as 


ushers. 
Strongman 
Shishekly 
garnered 


99.6 of the votes, to nobody's surpi'ise, and 
the constitution was overwhelmingly ap- 
proved. But it won't go into effect until the 
people develope more "political sophistica- 
tion." Just how they are to do that isn't 
specified, but the Syrians will find out, or 
else they won't.

Joseph Alsop 
McCarthy Suffers 
First Total Defeat 


WASHINGTON — Sen. Joseph R. Mc- 


Carthy has just suffered his first total, un- 
mitigated. unqualified defeat by the White 
House. The administration strategists are 
still seeking to preserve the meaningless 
facade 
of 
Republican unity. 


They have allowed McCarthy 
to conceal his defeat behind a 
typical smoke screen of mis- 
leading 
statements. But 
the 


background story proves that 
the junior senator from Wis- 
consin 
\vent 
down for 
the 


count of ten, all the same. 


The occasion of this remark- 


able event was the case of Wil- 
liam P. Bundy, an official of 
' *• 


the Central Intelligence Agency. In brief, 
President Eisenhower flatly refused to per- 
mit McCarthy to subpoena Bundy. The Re- 
publican members of McCarthy's commit- 
tee, persuaded by Vice President Richard 
Nixon, also refused to support their chair- 
man. And so McCarthy was routed on all 
fronts, and forced to surrender. 


Against the background of past adminis- 


tration appeasement of McCarthy, this event 
is so politically meaningful that the whole 
story deserves to be told, even at the risk 
of some repetition of what has already been 
printed in this space. 


In brief, McCarthy announced last Thurs- 


day that he 
would 
subpoena Bundy to 


answer grave charges before his commit- 
tee. These crimes for which Bundy was to 
answer were two in number. First. Bundy 
had married one of 
the 
most 
beautiful 


women in Washington, who happens to be 
Dean G. Achcson's daughter. Second, Bundy 
still believes in the tiki-fashioned American 
tradition of fair trials for the worst wrong- 
doers, and had therefore contributed a sum 
of money to the defense fund of Alcer Hiss 
* 
* 
* 


Some Inaccuracies 


McCarthy's speech to the Senate was in- 
teresting in itself. It was a farrago of in- 
accuracies, such as a confusion between 
William P. Bundy and his author brother, 
McGeqrge Bundy. It included several out- 
right lies about an imaginary letter or state- 
ment by Bundy explaining his contribution 
to the Hiss defense fund. And it contained 
fairly strong internal evidence of the elab- 
orate espionage system — the large private 
gestapo — that McCarthy now has within the 
government. 


Long before making this speech, McCar- 


thy had been clearly warned that President 
Eisenhower would not stand for any tam- 
pering 
with 
the 
CIA — the intelligence 


agency on which this country's security 
*o heavily depends. On the same Thursday 
when McCarthy spoke to the Senate, the 
National Security Council voted to forbid 
Bundy to respond to McCarthy's subpoena, 
if one should bo delivered. McCarthy was 
informed of this vote the same afternoon 
by Vice President Richard Nixon, who had 
joined in the NSC decision. 


McCarthy continued to swear, in public 
and in private, 
that 
he would subpoena 


Bundy. White House sentiment was abso- 
lutely firm for a policy of "no surrender." 
A public falling out between McCarthy and 
the White House appeared to impend. On 
Monday evening, the 
problem 
was dis- 


cussed at a strategy dinner reportedly at- 
tended by Vice President Nixon, the chair- 
man of the Republican National Committee, 
Leonard Hall, and Attorney General Her- 
bert Brownell. 


The decision seems to have been to do the 


job the quiet way if possible. This turned 
out to be possible because, in the interval. 
Vice President Nixon had persuaded Sens. 
Charles Potter of Michigan, and Everett 
Dirkscn of Illinois to support the President. 


The Democratic members of the McCarthy 


investigating committee resigned last week, 
as a sequel of the slander of the Protestant 
clergy by McCarthy's pet investigator, J. B. 
Matthews. Thus Potter and Dirksen repre- 
sented half the remaining committee mem- 
bership. Even McCarthy's customary ally. 
Sen. Carl Mundt of North Dakota, was 
teetering on the fence. McCarthy was a 
minority of one. * 
* 
* 


Face-Saving 


The committee 
met Tuesday morning, 


with McCarthy still demanding Bundy's 
head on a platter. Dirksen was absent, but 
the Vice President had Dirkscn's proxy, for 
use if necessary. In these circumstances, 
McCarthy had to cave in completely, after 
considerable bluster. When he agreed to 
abandon his plan to subpoena Bundy, the 
administration strategists amiably allowed 
him a little phony faccsnving. 


The Director of CIA, Allan Dulles, was 


called before the McCarthy committee. It 
was subsequently announced that the CIA 
would "co-operate" with McCarthy in such 
ways as were permitted by its intelligence 
function. McCarthy indicated that Dulles' 
had just been taught a good, sharp lesson; 
hut the man who got the lesson was Mc- 
Carthy himself. The "co-operation" he en- 
visioned is for the CIA to give McCarthy 
the sort of data any senator can have for 
the asking. The White House has not re- 
treated an inch. 


Such is the story of an incident that may 


well be remembered as the turning of the 
tide. It has many suggestive features, such 
as the admirable role played by the vice 
president, and McCarthy's obvious eagerness 
to flout President Eisenhower. But the main 
thing is that the White House has at last 
found courage to meet a McCarthy chal- 
lenge, head'on. There are many reasons to 
think that this will be the usual policy, 
from here on out.

The 
State 
Department 
inherited 
by 


Franklin D. Roosevelt from the Hoover ad- 
ministration had 4,898 employees at home 
and abroad and cost $17 million a year. 
The gigantic institution inherited by the 
Eisenhower administration from Harry S. 
Truman had a payroll of 42,000 and spent 
$275 million annually. 


Dulles moved fast to shake down the de- 
-partrnent to more manageable size to get 
rid of the Point 4 program, the Voice of 
America and other information porjects, 
stripping the department generally of all 
operating problems. 


Under these plans, the actual State De- 


partment payroll will be cut from 42,000 to 
about 22,000 by Aug. 1—mostly by transfer 
of separate agencies rather than reduction 
of jobs. 
Actual abolition of jobs so far is 


about 900, with 2,500 more firings in pros- 
pect under appropriation cuts. Prospective 
State Department budget for this year is 
around $G5 million.

Needed Sidewalk 


LINCOLN — Spurred 
on 
by 


another traffic accident on Win- 
throp oRad, I'd like to add my 
voice to those who hope the side- 
walk will be in by the opening 
of school. 


Also because I feel strongly 


that a curb sidewalk would be 
both unwise and dangerous, I 
should like to plead that the 
City Council delegate the matter 
of the location to the technical 
experts that the city hires for 
such matters. I refer to the di- 
rector of public safety, the side- 
walk inspector and possibly the 
city engineer. 


I have a feeling that in the 


heat of the moment last spring, 
and in an effort to please every- 
body, that 
perhaps the main 


point was lost sight of—that is, 
public safety and welfare. If I 
am right to assume that where 
sidewalks exist at all, they ex- 
ist for comfort and safety of pe- 
destrians, I strongly question the 
curbside location on the follow- 
ing points: 
There are 
14 driveways on 


Winthrop between Plymouth and 
Van Dorn; all drain to the gut- 
ters. This would make 14 low 
places in the proposed curb side- 
walk—14 places to be filled with 
gutter overflow from rain water, 
melting snow on drainoff from 
lawn watering, or snow and ice 
thrown to the side by the snow 
plows in the winter. 


If a stepdown from sidewalk 


to driveway level is intended, 
that would make 28 stepdowns 
where pedestrians could stumble 
or slip and fall in any weather. 
In rainy or icy weather, this or- 
dinary hazard would become an 
extraordinary 
one because of 


gutter overflow or snow and ice 
patches. 


If a slantdpwn rather than a 


stepdown is intended, there are 
14 driveways to be rebuilt, and 
14 lowspots where the down- 
drainage from driveways is in- 
creased by down-drainage from 
each side of the sidewalk. Hence, 
more puddles. 


Granted, that the curb side- 


walk protects the adult pedes- 
trian from street traffic itself 
(though not the splashing of it 
in a narrow street in wet or snow 
weather). 
Granted too that it 


protects children somewhat, but 
hardly enough to matter. Chil- 
dren 
are 
less 
cautious than 


adults, and even more subject to 
wandering 
attention. 
Walking 


alongside the street, they are 
likely to see something interest- 
ing in it and dart heedlessly after 
it (as did the little Martin boys 
enroute home from school). Thus 
•would we not have the illusion 
of safety on the part of both chil- 
dren and motorists (and conse- 
quently 
less 
caution), 
rather 


than any real increase in safety?

Spigots of inflation 
and 
deflation 
are 


turned off and on by the government as 
necessity demands. The economic flow is 
now inflationary. 


To meet a whopping deficit, Uncle Sam 


must borrow between five and 
six billions of dollars. Far too 
few people will even notice 
how it is done, and many who 
arc somewhat concerned with 
these red figures will fail to 
relate the act to themselves. 


Setting 
the stage for this 


tremendous loan, the Federal 
Reserve Board increased bank 
credit by alniost $6,000,000,000! 
How was this doneV Let me ex- 
plain it simply. 


An individual in New York City carries a 


$1,000 checking account in a local bank. The 
bank is a member of the Federal Reserve 
System. Under recent regulations, this bank 
had to carry with the New York Federal 
Reserve Bank a 24 per cent reserve of this 
51,000. That amounted to $240. This reserve 
could not be used in making loans or in 
buying securities. 


Now, 
late in June, this reserve was cut 


to 22 per cent . 
. $220 against a $1,000 


checking account. You may say, "Well, that's 
peanuts." 


But it isn't. I am a depositor in and a 


stockholder of a bank that has $2,500,000,- 
000 of such checking accounts. And reducing 
reserve requirements from 24 per cent to 22 
per cent releases 50 million dollars. This 
fund, in turn, creates a base five times its 
size. The bank can lend about $250,000,000 
more than it was able to when reserve re- 
quirements were 24 per cent. 


There are in New York City alone a score 


of great institutions whose lending powers 
were thus increased by this inflationary 
economic spigot. 


That Is the way 
(he Federal Reserve 


Board in Washington set up the machinery 
to handle the big government deficit an- 
nounced on the last day of June, 1953, the 
end of Uncle Sam's fiscal year. The autho- 
rities hope that much of this new debt will 
be bought by persons and corporations 
anticipating 
tax 
payments 
during 1954. 


This would hold down the Inflation. But 
the banks will have the buying power to 
take up any slack. 


From this point my article could lead in 


many different directions. But since I avoid 
harmless essay subjects, I shall direct my 
remarks to those with a thousand dollars 
or so who want to buy a good stock that is 
not inflated and that pays 5 per cent a year.
